Tile military machine so laboriously built by Japan was 
stopped dead in its tracks today. 
Allied forces— Americans, British, Chinese and Dutch— 
inflicted reverse after reverse on the Mikado’s army and 
navy while Russia’s surging counter-offensive rolled on 
unchecked against fleeing Nazi armies on a vast battle­ 
front in eastern Europe. 
Latest developments: 
American-Filipino forces in northern Luzon fought a 
Japanese patrol to a standstill, inflicted casualties and 
sent the Japanese reeling back onto their Vigan base. 
Darkness alone prevented annihilation of the Nipponese 
detachment. 
Japanese planes again raided U. S. air bases in Manila 
but’damage was slight. 
* 
British imperial troops in the western desert, hitting the 
apex of their offensive under the driving force of 44-year 
old Major General Neil Methuen Ritchie, cracked axis de­ 
fense lines in Libya wide open and sent German and Ital­ 
ian forces into headlong retreat along the entire African 
battle-line. 
The British artillerymen of beleaguered Kong Kong are 
pouring such a hot fire into Japanese positions at nearby 
Kowloon that the British claim the Mikado’s attackers are 
dispersing. 
Chinese troops are increasing their flanking 
pressure on the Japanese besiegers and are forcing with­ 
drawal of Japanese from five districts in Shansi Province. 


M alaya Raid Blasted 
A Japanese attack in the coastal Kelantan area of 
Malaya was hurled back with heavy casualties. 
Destruction of a Japanese destroyer in a naval battle 
was admitted by Tokyo. 
The Japanese high command admitted five ''special’* 
submarines and 29 bombing planes had been lost in the 
opening raid of the war on Pearl Harbor. 
J a p a n also adm itted falsity of a previous claim th a t 
an A m eriacn a ircraft carrier, eith er the L an g ley o r the 
Lexington, h a d been sunk at Pearl H a rb o r. 
Jap an ’s initial assault on the Dutch East Indies has fail­ 
ed.

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SPEECH BY LONE NEGRO 
llfASHIKGTON — There was a stirring 
” unrecorded incident preceding the 
speedy vote for war against Germany and 
Italy by the House of Representatives. 
It 
was a dramatic illustration of the kind of 
national unity that should prevail through­ 
out the nation in these critical days. 
An hour before the House met to vote 
on the war resolutions, three southern and 
one western congressmen decided to obtain 
time for a speech by the lone Negro mem­ 
ber of Congress— dignified Representative 
Arthur Mitchell of Illinois. 
The three southerners were Repre­ 
sentatives Bayard Clark and Carl Durham 
of North Carolina, and 
Carl Vinson of 
Georgia. 
The westerner was Representa­ 
tive Orville Zimmerman of Missouri. Dur­ 
ham initiated the idea while talking to 
colleagues about the earlier Congressional 
debate on the declaration of war against 
Japan. 
"There was one thing wrong," said the 
North Carolina Congressman. "Spokesman 
from all setcions and creeds spoke, but Ar­ 
thur Mitchell was not called on. 
National 
unity should mean unity of all Americans 
regardless of religion, r'rior, sex or party. 
American Negroes are fighting in this 
war for their country like everyone else. I 
think 
Mitchell, whom 
we all respect, 
should have been asked to speak." 
"You are absolutely right," echoed 
Clark also of North Carolina. 
"Yes." said 
Missouri’s 
Zimmerman, 
"and I propose we do something about it. 
Let’s make sure that Mitchell is called on 
today." 
Zimmerman immediately got in touch 
with Vinson of Georgia, Chairman of the 
Naval Affairs Committee, who enthusiasti­ 
cally approved the proposal and volun­ 
teered to speak to Mitchell about it. Beam­ 
ing with pleasure, 
the Negro Congress­ 
man said he would be very happy to make 
a speech. 
"That will be easy for me," he said. 
"I’ve been a strong supporter of the Pres­ 
ident’s foreign policies all along." 
At the last moment, however, the plan 
was abandoned. 
For propaganda pur­ 
poses in Europe, in view of the grandstand 
staging by Hitler and Mussolini in declar­ 
ing war against the U. S., 
government 
leaders decided to act on the war resolu­ 
tions without any discussion.

I have before me a report of ! 
some doctors in San Francisco who ! 
found that every time they gave I 
heat treatment or fever treatment 
to patients, a large group de- I 
veloped cold sores. In a group of ! 
GJI patients, 227, or nearly 71 ft, 
had cold sores when they took j 
artificial fever therapy. Now if j 
the doctors knew how to prevent 
it, they certainly would do so 
under these circumstances, when 
they had a mathematical expect - 
ancy of having cold sores develop 
in 71% of cases. 
In most of the patients the 
sores 
appeared twenty-four to 
thirty-six hours after the begin­ 
ning of treatment. The average 
time of healing was seven to ten 
days. 
Cold sores may appear on the 
lips, cheeks, eyelids or inside the 
mouth. I think canker sores in the 


mouth are the same as cold sores. 
It is believed that cold sores ais 
due to a virus or form of infection 
which invades the nerve ganglia 
of the nerve going to the lips and 
tongue, It is because the nervs 
itself is affected that they hurt 
so much. 


L se of Small Po* Vaccine 


It has been suggested on the 
bs* ss of experimental work that 
small-pox vaccine will 
prevent 
cold sores. People who are sus­ 
ceptible to them will probably find 
it worth a trial to take smail-pox 
vaccine several times as a matter 
of prevention of cold aorea. 
It is obvious from the fact ti.at 
fever therapy will produce cold 
torc* that they are in some way 
related to an increase in bodily 
temperature. 
So there is some 
justification for calling them fever 
Misters. 
The reason 
they are 
called cold sores is that they to 
often accompany a common cold. 
Pneumonia is another fever in 
whs *h 
they 
almost 
invariably 
make their appearance. 
In

recorded 
above, 80ft of patients developed 
I them after the first treatment, 
j 13ft after the second, and 3 ft after 
I the third, and after a third attack 
I the recurrence wav negligible. So 
a certain amount of immunity de­ 
velops.
